Ladies  and  (Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  sn1)initting  for  your  consideration  my 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  1947. 

National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Services,  which  have  been  administered  by 
this  Council  will,  after  the  5th  July  1948,  be  transferred  to  the 
Glamorgan  County  Council.  It  was  in  1921  that  the  Council 
commenced  this  Service  with  the  formation  of  five  Infant  Wel- 
fare Clinics  at  Tondu,  Kenfig  Hill,  Pencoed,  Cwmfelin  and 
Laleston,  and  at  this  time  two  Health  Visitors  were  employed  to 
help  at  the  Clinics  and  to  visit  the  mothers  and  their  babies  at 
their  homes.  In  1921,  the  total  attendances  at  these  Clinics 
were  3,239.  With  the  passing  of  the  years — the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Service  extended  its  services,  and  in  1926  two 
Ante-Natal  Clinics  were  established,  one  at  Tondu  and  the  other 
at  Kenfig  Hill,  and  two  more  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  were  opened 
at  Coytrahen  and  Bryncoch,  making  a total  of  nine  Infant  Wel- 
fare Clinics,  to  be  followed  a year  later  by  Infant  Welfare  Clinics 
at  Cefn  Cribbwr  and  St.  Brides  Majof.  x\t  this  time,  an  addi- 
tional Health  Visitor  was  appointed,  who  gave  two-thirds  of  her 
time  for  work  in  the  Penybont  Rural  Area.  In  1932,  the  Ante- 
Natal  Service  was  improved,  l^y  facilities  being  made  available 
for  Ante-Natal  work  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  at  Laleston, 
Pencoed,  Heolycyw,  Cwmfelin,  Cornell\'  and  Cefn  Cribbwr. 
Now,  in  1948,  twenty-seven  years  after  the  inauguration  of  the 
Service  by  the  Penybont  Rural  District  Council,  there  are  six- 
teen Infant  Welfare  Clinics  and  twelve  Ante-Natal  Clinics. 
Two  whole-time  Assistant  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  five 
whole-time  Health  Visitors  are  employed  to  carr}”^  out  this 
Service. 

Dental  Treatment  for  Nursing  and  Expectant  Mothers  and 
children  under  five  years  of  age  has  been  jirovided  for  many 
years.  Orthopaedic  Treatment  has  been  provided  for  children 
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pre-school  age.  In  1947,  arrangements  were  made  for 
children  under  five  years  of  age  to  have  their  eyes  tested  and 
where  neces.sary,  spectacles  were  supplied  free  of  cost.  Arrange- 
ments were  also  made  for  children  to  have  operative  treatment 
for  enlarged  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  when  necessary.  Dr.  A.  G. 
Watkins  was  aj)pointed  as  Paediatrician  to  the  Council,  and 
children  are  referred  to  him  for  advice  by  the  Doctors  attending 
clinics. 

Immuuisation  against  Diphtheria  which  has  been  done  by 
the  Penybont  Rural  Di.strict  Council  .since  1937  at  the  varioirs 
Clinics  is  also  to  be  transferred  to  the  County  Council. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
for  the  courtesy  and  support  which  have  been  given  to  me,  and 
for  the  great  intere.st  which  they  have  taken  in  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  and  Public  Health  work.  I also  wish  to  acknow- 
ledge my  indebtedness  to  each  member  of  the  Public  Health 
Staff  for  their  valuable  assistance,  and  the  conscientious  way  in 
which  they  have  worked  for  me  during  the  year.  T would  also 
like  to  thank  the  other  officials  of  the  Council  for  their  co- 
operation.

On  November  18th.  1935,  your  Council  passed  a resolu- 
tion that  as  from  January  1st,  1936,  the  fees  paid  for  the 
rents  of  the  various  buildings  used  for  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  purposes  were  to  be  as  follows: — 

(a)  6/-  for  a half-day  session. 

(b)  10/-  for  a full  day  session. 


This  arrangement  has  been  accepted  by  all  the 
authorities  in  control  of  the  various  buildings. 

(e)  Hospitals. 

A number  of  Hospitals  are  made  use  of  by  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  district.  Those  Hospitals  not  given  in  the 
attached  chart  which  are  most  used  are:  (1)  The  Cardiff  Royal 
Infirmary,  (2)  The  Port  Talbot  District  General  Hospital,  (3) 
Maesteg  Maternity  Home. 


(3)  (1) — Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services. 

Twelve  midwives  are  practising  within  the  area  of 
your  Council.  None  are  employed  by  your  Council,  or 
directly  subsidised  by  your  Council,  but  two  are  employed  by 
Voluntary  Associations. 

Maternity  cases  from  the  district,  by  special  arrange- 
ment, can  be  sent  into  the  Bridgend  Maternity  Home,  and 
below  are  the  regulations  and  scale  of  charges  decided  upon 
by  the  Council. 


1 — Scale  of  Charges  of  patients  admitted  to  the  Maternity 
Home  whose  stay  is  for  a normal  period  not  exceeding 
16  days. 

Regulation. — The  Scale  applies  in  the  case  of  a normal 
stay  only  at  the  Maternity^  Home — 16  days 
is  considered  as  a reasonable  period  for  a 
stay. 

(i)  The  income  to  be  considered  should  be  the  net  in- 
come after  deduction  of  rent,  or  if  the  house  is 
owner-occupied  the  normal  rent  that  would  be  paid 
for  such  a house. 

(ii)  Vniere  the  income  of  the  home  is  70/-  and  under, 
no  charge  should  be  made. 

(iii)  From  an  income  in  excess  of  70/-  a deduction  of 
7/6d.  should  be  made  for  each  child  and  twice  the 
balance  remaining  should  be  the  amount  to  be  re- 
paid to  the  Council. 

(iv)  The  children  to  be  counted  are  school-children  u^) 
to  the  age  of  16  years.

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Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

After  a notification  of  the  above  disease,  a visit  is 
to  the  home  and  to  the  medical  attendant.  In  every  case  the 
follov\dng  facilities  are  offered  : — 

(a)  The  services  of  a Specialist,  whose  fee  is  paid  by 
the  Local  Authority,  except  in  those  cases  where 
the  financial  position  is  such  that  this  payment  is 
not  required. 

(b)  Isolation  and  treatment  at  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
Cefn  Hirgoed. 

Post-Natal  Attendances. 

In  addition  to  those  shown  in  Table  17,  many  mothers 
were  given  post-natal  advice  at  the  various  Child  Welfare 
Clinics. 

Dental  Treatment. 

During  the  year,  by  arrangement  with  the  Glamorgan 
Education  Committee,  115  cases  received  Dental  Treatment; 
of  these  cases  53  were  children  under  five  years  of  age,  and 
62  were  expectant  or  nursing  mothers  24  mothers  received 
dentures. 

The  cost  of  the  treatment  was  as  follows — 

(a)  For  dental  treatment:  (1)  Mothers,  3s.  6d.  per 
case.  (2)  Children,  3d.  per  case. 

(b)  For  dentures:  £3  2s.  6d.  for  a complete  denture, 
and  for  partial  dentures  a lesser  cost,  determined 
by  the  size  of  the  denture. 

For  the  year,  the  total  cost  was  made  up  as  follows  : — 
Children  under  five  years  of  age,  £1  4s.  3d.;  expectant  or  nursing 
mothers,  £6  19s.  6d.;  total  £8  3s.  9d.,  of  which  all  was  paid  by 
]iarents.  The  co.st  of  dentures  was  £57  14s.  3d.,  the  total 
amount  being  recovered  from  patients. 

(ii)  Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers  or  Children. 

There  is  none  provided. 

(iii)  Health  Visitors. 

Five  fufl-ti.me  Health  Visitors  are  employed. 

As  soon  as  possible  after  each  child  (whose  birth  has 
been  notified)  has  reached  the  age  of  fourteen  days,  the  home 
IS  visited  by  one  of  the  Health  Visitors.  Thereafter,  a visit 
IS  paid  every  four  weeks  until  the  child  has  reached  the  age 
of  three  months.  From  three  months  onwards  to  five  years 
of  age,  the  child  is  visited  once  every  three  months. 
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The  above  applies,  of  course,  only  in  cases  where,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Health  Visitor,  the  child  is  making  satisfactory 
progress. 

In  those  cases  where  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  appro- 
priate Infant  Welfare  Centre  or  Health  Visitor  thinks  that 
more  frequent  visits  are  necessary,  this  is  done.  If  requested 
by  the  Medical  Practitioners,  more  visits  are  paid  in  special 
cases. 

(iv)  Child  Life  Protection  (under  Part  I.  of  the  Children  Act. 

1908,  as  amended  bv  the  Children  and  Young  Persons 

Act,  1932). 

The  Local  Authority  advertised  that  in  their  area  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  to  be  the  person  to  whom 
notices  under  Part  I.  of  the  Act  must  be  sent.  The  Health 
Visitors  employed  by  your  Council  were  appointed  Infant 
Protection  Visitors  under  Part  I.  of  the  Children  Act. 

The  Health  Visitors  make  visits  to  all  known  cases  a‘ 
regular  intervals  until  the  children  have  reached  the  age  of 
nine  years. 

A register  of  all  children  coming  within  the  scope  of 
the  Act  is  kept. 

No  prosecutions  were  found  necessary  during  1947. 

At  the  commencement  of  1947  there  were  four  children 
on  the  register,  and  at  the  end  of  the  j^ear  there  were  two  on  the 
register.  During  the  year  no  children  were  added  to  the 
register,  one  child  reached  the  age  of  nine  years  and  one  child 
was  returned  to  her  parents. 

Two  foster-mothers  were  receiving  payment  for  children 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Six  persons  gave  notice  under  Adoption  of  Children 
(Regulation)  Act  1939,  that  they  were  adopting  a child. 

(v.)  Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

Your  Council  has  made  arrangements  for  all 
Orthopaedic  treatment  which  cannot  be  carried  out  at  your 
own  Clinics  to  be  undertaken  at  the  Prince  of  Wales 
Hospital,  Cardiff. 

Twenty-four  new  cases  were  sent  for  treatment  in  1947, 
all  were  out-patients,  at  a cost  of  ,€9  5s.  lOd.  Fifteen  patient< 
continued  treatment  commenced  in  i>revious  years,  two  as  in- 
patients and  thirteen  as  out-patients.  The  total  cost  was 
£281  12s.  Od.  (Out-]iatients  £9  2s.  Od.;  In-patients  £263  4s.  2d.) 
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The  terms  upon  which  treatment  will  be  undertaken  by 
this  Hospital  are  as  follows: — Registration  fee,  5s.;  piasters, 
if  necessary,  2s.  to  15s.  each  ; X-ray,  10s.  6d.  Indoor  patients, 
,t4  18s.  Od.  per  week.  Instruments,  2os.  each.  The  charge 
varies  according  to  each  case. 


(vi.)  Ophthalmic  Treatment. 

During  the  year  arrangements  were  made  with  the 
Glamorgan  County  Council  for  children  under  five  years  of  age 
to  have  their  eyes  tested,  and  where  necessary  spectacles  were 
provided.  The  whole  cost  of  this  service  was  borne  by  the 
Council.  During  the  year  twenty  children  had  their  refractions 
done  at  a cost  to  the  Council  of  £2,  and  of  these  children  five 
were  supplied  with  spectacles  at  a cost  of  £2  19s.  Od. 


(vii.)  Tonsils  and  Adenoids. 

During  the  year  arrangements  were  made  with  the 
Glamorgan  County  Council  for  those  children  under  five  years 
of  age  who  needed  operative  treatment  for  tonsils  and  adenoids 
to  be  treated.  The  total  cost  of  such  treatment  was  borne  by 
the  Council.  During  the  year  five  cases  were  treated  at  a cost 
of  £5  os.  Od.  to  the  Council. 

(viii.)  Paediatrician. 

Dr.  A.  G.  Watkins  was  apiwinted  as  Paediatrician  to  the 
Council,  and  children  are  referred  to  him  for  advice  by  the 
Doctors  attending  the  clinics.  During  the  year  two  children 
were  referred  to  the  Paediatrician  at  a cost  of  £4  4s.  Od.  to  the 
Council. 

SECTION  C. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Areeu 


( 1 ) Water. 

The  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board  was  established  in 
1920,  and  took  over  the  various  water  undertakings  and 
started  to  function  on  January  1st,  1921.  The  mains  of  the 
Board  are  now  laid  within  every  Parish  of  the  Penybont 
Rural  District  Council,  with  the  exception  of  Sker. 

During  the  year  1941,  ten  Chlorination  Plants  were  in- 
stalled in  concrete  houses  at  the  Upland  sources  of  the 
Boards  supply— all  of  which  have  been  functionino-  satis- 
factorily during  1947. 
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I'he  Board  have  been  able  to  maintain  a pure,  satis- 
factory and  continuous  supply  of  w^ater  in  all  districts,  with 
the  exception  of  a few  isolated  properties  at  high  levels, 
where  there  has  been  occasional  interruptions  of  supply. 

The  Chlorination  Plants  now  operating  in  connection 
with  all  the  main  sources  of  supply  continue  to  work 
efficiently,  and  each  of  the  fifty-five  samples  submitted 
from  the  various  sources  to  the  County  Laboratory  for 
analyses  have  produced  satisfactory  reports.  In  addition, 
tests  taken  daily  at  Schwyll,  and  nearly  as  frequently  in  the 
Upland  sources,  indicate  that  adequate  treatment  of  Chlorine 
is  given.

Quality  of  Water. 

The  analysis  of  the  water  from  upland  sources  is 
generally  fairly’  satisfactory,  with  the  exception  of  samples 
taken  after  heavy  storm  periods.  The  following  is  a typical 
analysis  of  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board’s  Supply  from 
the  Dymbath  Supply.

The  chemical  and  microscopical  characters  show  no 
evidence  of  any  organic  contamination. 
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iMfteen  ' samples  of  water  for  bacteriological  and 
ehem  cal  examinations  were  submitted  to  the  County  Analyst 
during  the  year  by  die  Penybont  Council.  Fifty-four  samples 
were  submitted  by  the  Water  Board. 


There  is  an  amide  sup])ly  of  water  for  the  district. 


There  has  been  close  co-operation  between  the  Mid- 
Glamorgan  Water  Board  and  the  Penybont  District  Council, 
and  I have  had  the  greatest  help  from  the  Manager  of  the 
Water  Board  in  regard  to  all  matters  connected  with  the 
Board’s  Supply.

(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

In  certain  parts  of  your  district,  there  are  sewerage 
schemes  which  are  satisfactory.  In  other  parts,  owing  to  the 
absence  of  sewers,  pail  closets  or  privy  middens  are  used.

The  reconstruction  of  the  Pcnyhont  Main  Sewer  is 
still  in  progress.

Extension  of  Sewer  to  30  houses  at  Bryn  teg  Avenue,  Pyle. 

Extension  of  Sewer  to  23  houses  at  Brynglas,  Cefn  Cribbwr. 

(2)  Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  chief  rivers  in  the  district  are  the  Llynfi  and  Ogmore. 

The  Llynfi  rises  in  the  Maesteg  Valley  and  flows  through 
the  upper  part  of  your  district,  receiving  tributaries  from 
the  Gadlys  valley,  from  Cwm-Nant-Gwyn  and  the  Kenfig 
brook  at  the  junction  of  the  Ogmore  and  Llynfi  rivers  below 
Brynmenyn.  This  stream  receives  the  coal  washings  of  the 
pits  in  the  Maesteg  Valley,  and  also  the  sewage  effluent  from 
the  Maesteg  U.D.  Council  works,  and  the  effluent  from  youi 
Council  works  at  Troedyrhiwgarth.  At  Kenfig  Hill,  there 
is  a brook  at  Nant-craig-yr-Aber,  -w'hich  is  really  the  overflow 
of  the  Porthcawl  Water  W^orks.  The  Cwm  Kenfig  brook 
divides  Kenfig  Hill  and  Pyle  parishes  from  the  Port  Talbot 
Borough. 


The  Ewenny  River  rises  at  the  east-most  point  of  your 
district,  and  joins  the  Ogmore  River  at  Merthyrmawr.  The 
Ewenny  has  a tributary  which  joins  it  near  Castle-upon-Alum. 
The  Ewenny,  during  its  course,  receives  crude  sewage  from 
a few  houses,,  e.g.,  a.t  Pencoed.  The  Ogmore  River  is  a con- 
tinuation of  the  two  main  streams  in  the  Ogmore  and  Garw 
Unban  District.  It  passes  through  Tondu  and  Aberkenfig, 
and,  after  flowing  some  distance,  it  passes  through  the  town 
of  Bridgend,  and  again  into  your  district,  ultimately  discharg- 
ing into  the  Bristol  Channel.  This  stream  receives  the  coal 
washings  of  several  collieries,  and  the  sewage  effluent  of  the 
Ogmore  and  Garw  Urban  District  Council,  and  that  portion 
of  Gilfach  Goch  termed  Evanstown. 
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(3).  (i)  Closet  Accommodation.

Four  free  cleans’nigs  are  given  to  each  cess])Ool  per 
annum  throughout  the  l^enybont  d striet,  instead  of  two  free 
eleansings  per  annum,  as  jirevioirsly.  A new  tumbler  cart  was 
])urchased  for  the  removal  of  night  soil  in  the  Cornelly  Area. 

(iii)  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area.

(iv)  Shops. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  during  the  year  to  take  any 
action  under  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  xA.ct,  1934,  relating 
to  ventilation,  and  the  temperature  of  shops. 

(v)  Camping  Sites. 

(1)  The  number  of  sites  in  the  area  which  were  used 
for  camping  purposes  during  1945  was  8. 

(2)  The  number  of  camping  sites  in  respect  of  which 
licences  have  been  issued  by  the  Local  Authority, 
under  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
is  one.

fested was  twelve. 

(b)  The  number  of  other  houses  found  to  be  in- 
fested was  ten. 

2.  (a)  The  number  of  Council  houses  disinfested 

was  twelve. 

(b)  The  number  of  other  houses  disinfested  was 
ten. 
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(2)  The  methods  employed  for  freeing  infested  houses  are 
as  follows : — 

(a)  In  Council  houses,  skirting  boards,  picture  rails 
and  architraves  are  removed;  a blow  lamp  is 
used  to  destroy  vermin  and  their  eggs.  The 
rooms  are  then  sprayed  with  Solution  B. 

(b)  In  other  than  Council  houses  the  same  treat- 
ment is  carried  out  where  necessary,  or  disin- 
fectants are  supplied. 

The  above  methods  of  eradication  seem  to  have  been 
quite  satisfactory. 

(3)  The  houses  of  all  applicants  for  Council  houses  are  in- 
spected by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

(4)  The  work  of  disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  the  Local 
.Authority.

SECTION  E. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

(a)  Milk  Supply.  During  the  year,  118  samples  of  milk 
were  taken,  82  of  these  being  from  graded  supplies,  and  of 
these  18  were  unsatisfactory.  Steps  were  taken  to  deal  with 
all  unsatisfactory  cases,  and  the  cowsheds  and  dairies  were 
inspected  and  advice  given.  Further  samples  were  always 
taken  following  upon  unsatisfactory  reports.  The  use  of 
pasteurised  milk  seems  to  be  growing  in  the  district. 

Of  the  86  un.graded  samples,  12  were  unsatisfactory. 
Thirty-two  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  Tubercle  Bacilli. 
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One  was  found  to  contain  Tubercle  Bacilli.  Two  tuberculous 
cows  were  traced  by  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  for  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  and  de.stroyed  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Order  of  1988.

SECTION  F. 

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Infectious  and 
Other  Diseases. 


The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during 
1947  was  very  much  the  same  as  the  number  notified  in  1946, 
except  in  the  case  of  Measles  which  showed  a very  large  increase. 


Scarlet  Fever.  Of  the  32  cases  notified,  16  were  removed 
to  hospital  because  there  was  no  suitable  accommodation  at 
iiome,  and  in  a few  instances  because  the  mother  was  pregnant. 
The  disease  in  all  cases  was  of  a mild  type  and  very  few  con^li- 
cations  developed  amongst  these  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever.  The 
average  length  of  stay  in  hospital  was  under  four  weeks. 

Diphtheria.  Thirteen  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified,  and 
all  cases  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  There  were  no 
deaths  from  this  disease. 
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Diphtheria  Iinimmisation  was  carried  out  at  the  Peirybont 
Offices  weekly,  and  at  Kenfig  Hill,  Pencoed  and  Tondu  clinics 
fortnightly.  During  1947,  566  children  were  immunised  of  whom 
446  were  children  under  5 years  of  age,  and  120  school  children. 
667  children  received  a reinforcing  do.se.  It  is  e.stimated  that  at 
the  end  of  1947,  49.9%  of  children  under  5 years  of  age  and 
79.2%  of  children  betw-een  the  years  of  5 and  15  had  been  im- 
munised against  diphtheria. 

The  Probationer  Nurses  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  were  also 
immunised  against  diphtheria. 


Measles.  203  cases  of  measles  were  notified,  with  two 
deaths.  Five  of  the  cases  were  treated  in  hospital.  No 
measles  serum  for  prophylaxis  was  used  in  the  district. 


Malaria.  One  case  was  notified  and  this  was  an  induced 
case. 


Acute  Poliomyelitis.  Four  cases  were  notified,  one  case 
proving  fatal.  The  three  other  cases  were  of  a mild  type.  All 
cases  were  removed  to  hospital. 

Head  Teachers  are  advised  uf  all  cases  of  Infectious  Disease 
notified  amongst  school  children,  and  also  of  those  cases  which 
occurred  in  the  same  house  as  school  children.

During  the  year  two  buildings  converted  to  cowsheds 
with  suitable  floors;  the  floors  to  two  cowsheds  taken  up  and 
relaid  in  concrete  with  cement  finish,  drainage  channels  pro- 
vided and  new  cement  feeding  troughs  provided  to  these 
sheds. 


Separate  sheds  erected  in  three  cases  for  the  cooling  of  milk 
and  the  storage  of  milk  utensils. 


Other  improvements  carried  out  include  the  paving  of 
yards  in  a number  of  cases  which  gives  a clean  approach  to 
the  cowsheds,  lighting  and  ventilation  mproved,  the  installa- 
tion of  milking  machines  and  drainage  of  yards  and  buildings. 


There  is  a slight  improvemeni,  over  the  war  years  in  the 
general  cleanliness  of  the  buildings  and  in  the  methods 
adopted  in  the  production  of  milk. 


All  producers  registered  during  the  year  were  circulated 
with  a letter  from  me  upon  methods  to  be  adopted  and  pre- 
cautions to  be  taken  by  them  in  order  to  produce  a clean 
milk  supply.

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  present  system  of  centralised 
slaughtering,  which  was  brought  about  during  the  war,  will 
continue  in  the  future,  as  there  is  no  doubt  that  ’meat 
inspection  is  more  effi'ciently  carried  out  under  this  system. 

The  meat  supply  for  the  area  is  obtained  from  two 
Central  Depots,  one  at  Port  Talbot  which  supplies  Pyle, 
Kenfig  Hill  and  Cefn  districts,  and  the  other  at  Bridgend 
which  suppl.ies  the  remaining  parts  of  the  area.'

One  full-time  Rodent  Operative  is  employed  by  the  Council 
for  the  destruction  of  rats  throughout  the  district.  With  no 
means  of  travelling  other  then  by  public  transport,  in  a district 
comprising  42,000  acres,  it  is  obvious  that  much  time  is  taken 
up  in  getting  from  one  infested  premises  to  another,  and  buses 
in  some  parts  of  the  district  are  very  infreciuent,  and  to  certain 
parts  no  transport  is  available  at  all. 

The  estimated  number  of  rats  destroyed  on  i^rivate  and 
business  premises,  including  those  destroyed  in  the  Council’s 
sew^ers,  etc.,  is  over  3,000.  For  all  treatments  carried  out,  the 
bait  base  was  damp  sausage  rusk,  and  the  i)oison  bait,  damp 
sausage  rusk  and  zinc  phosphide.
